been negotiating with 
the govern­ 
ment while negotiating with Weeks. 
Weeks’ assertions that I would never 
get the shoals, with or without the 
Gorgas plant, is 
evidence 
that the 
parties to the deal are not the 
bid­ 
der and the government, hut 
other 
parties best known to the secretary 
of w ar”. 
Ford also included 
in his indict­ 
ment w ater power and fertilizer fi­ 
nanciers, who, he averred, would be 
shown up as profiteers if he 
were 
allowed to go ahead with his Muscle 
Shoals project. 
‘ll/ong agoj”, Ford said, "Weeks 
matured in his mind a plan to break 
up the Muscle Shoals property and 
dispose of it 
pdecemeal. 
When he 
sold the Gorgas part, he pulled the 
first stitch in the unravelipg of the 
greatest single project ever held out 
to the American farmer and manu­ 
facturer. 
"His next steps are so plain that 
a child can see them.

but the sale prices are the smallest 
item. 
Even if Weeks’ friends 
pay 
the original cost, the shoals would 
be a total loss to the people because 
Weeks’ friends will not develop the

"It is well worth while for

water power and fertilizer financiers 
to pay $100 000,000 if they

tain the millions

through exorbitant prices.

onstration at the shoals would be a 
death blow to such exploitation. 
"I shall not withdraw my 
offer 
before 
congress.

if I get Muscle Shoals, I shall run 
power lines 200 miles in every direc­ 
tion.

About two years ago, rep resen ta­ 
tives of the United S tates 
Public 
Health Service, the S tate Board 
of 
Health and the International Health 
Board, 
(form erly called the Rocke­ 
feller Foundation) 
cam e 
to South­ 
east Missouri and put up to the dif­ 
ferent counties the proposition 
of 
establishing County 
H ealth 
Units, 
which should consist of a full tim e 
Health N urse and an office assistant, 
in 
an 
adequately 
equipped office. 
These agencies offered to contribute 
to the m aintenance of such unit an 
nm ount equal to tne am ount furnish- 
ed locally. 
New Madrid County 'took ad v a n t­ 
age of this opportunity to build up 
the health of its people. 
The Coun­ 
ty Court voted to pay the salary of 
the Health officer, $lf?00 per for 
3 
years, which is several hundred dol­ 
lars less than the county had 
paid 
the previous year for a p a rt 
tim e 
Health Officer for services required 
by state law, and as the New Madrid 
County 
C hapter 
of 
the American 
Red Cross had sufficient funds left 
from w ar time, it assum ed the 
re­ 
sponsibility for the salary 
of 
the 
nurse, which is also $1800. 
This $3,- 
600 was provided locally and, in ac­ 
cordance with the agreem ent, 
the 
outside agencies gave $3600 to cov­ 
er the 
expenses 
incidental to 
the 
work. 
In May, 1922, 
the 
H ealth 
Unit 
opened for business with Dr. Wm. N. 
O ’Bannon as 
H eah h 
Officer, Miss 
Genevieve Bazan as nurse and Miss 
Ancel Oglesby as office assistant. At 
the end of the y e a r’s w'ork, in May, 
1923, Miss Bazan left to be m arried, 
but a week before she left, her suc­ 
cessor, Miss Victoria Parsons from 
the Social Service 
D epartm ent 
of 
Barnes Hospital, St. I» u is,

carry on the work. 
These nurses are both Red 
Cross 
nurses, which means, th a t they have 
m et the high standard set by

Red Cross Society 
in its ex am in a­ 
tions. 
So long as New Madrid Coun­ 
ty maintains its Red Cross Chapter
